Mr.  McLeod  began  working  as  a machine  shop  teacher  in  the  New  Hanover  County  school 
system  in  1937.  He  became  a school  counselor  of  the  Wilmington  Industrial  Education  Center 
when  it  was  founded  in  1958,  and  was  later  named  associate  director.  In  1963,  he  rose  to  the 
position  of  acting  director  of  the  Center.  One  year  later,  the  WIEC  was  renamed  "Cape  Fear 
Technical  Institute”,  and  Mr.  McLeod  was  installed  as  it's  first  president.  He  remained  president  of 
CFTI  until  his  retirement  in  1985. 

Mr.  McLeod  had  a desire  to  see  that  everyone  have  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a better  quality 
of  life  through  high-paying  technical  jobs.  He  realized  that  eighty  percent  of  the  available  job 
market  would  require  specific  training,  and  he  wanted  to  see  that  the  students  of  CFTI  achieved 
success  in  today's  job  market.  To  that  end,  CFTI  provided  the  most  up-to-date  vocational  and 
technical  training  available. 

This  caring  and  generous  man  has  left  each  student  that  enters  the  doors  of  Cape  Fear 
Community  College  a legacy  of  excellence  that  will  enable  each  of  us  to  fulfill  our  dreams.  That 
legacy  is  Cape  Fear  Community  College.
